3. What's your Opinion of Santtuaries in general, fome of 
which we read of in Scripture, aud which I bear are either 
allow'd, conniv’d at or ufurpt in all or moft parts of the 
World ? 

Anjw. To the firft Queftion ~ The Law of Nature 
teaches us co preferve our Liberty by all lawfull means, 
as long as we are able, which next co Life isthe dear- 
e(t Temporal Bleffing, if not in fome Cafes preferable 
unto it. The Body of Man will make no Satisfaction 
to his Creditors, ( unlets they fold his Tadow, or made 
Mummy of him ) and therefore we know not any who 
queftion the Lawfullnefs of getting ic out of the way, 
to prevent taking Lodgings in the Counter or Ludgate, 

To the fecond Queftion — Whether it be lawfull to run 
into the Savoy, tc. for Protefion ? This Refolution will 
partly depend upon that of the former already decid- 
ed, partly on the Circumftances of the Perfon who is 
fuppos'd co be going thither. "Tis crue, there's diffe- 
rence between getting out of the way ones felf, and car- 
rying off Effeéts and Goods with one which are none 
of our own ; nay, perhaps saken up juft before tor that 
very End — One of the vileft fort ot Knaveries, and in 
fome Sence worte than Publick Robbery — and indeed 
it feems a hard Cafe. that fo many fhou'd be hang’d 
for taking thirteen pence half Penny on the High- 
way, or for borrowing a piece of Silk or Lace from 
a Shop, and yer thofe tcape Scor- free who carry oft 
fometimes many hunderds. Of other fide, it mutt 
be own’'d every thing wou'd fain live, and ‘tis a fevere 
Tryal of a mans Honefly to give that out of his Hands, 
whidh fhou’d keep him from Starving — Tho’ confie 
dering its none of his own, we think ’twou'd be bet- 
ter to pay as far as “twill go, and truft Gods Provi- 
dence, labouring tho’ in the meaneft Capacity to geta 
Living. 

To the third—for Sanéuaries in general — we 
read of ‘em in Scripture ‘tis true, for Homicide, when 
not /ljul, as the Cities of Refuge, but never we 
think for Debr — unlefs we call Davids Hiding Places 
Sanduaries, to whom we read, repair'd chofe that 
Were in Debt as well as thofe that were otherwile 
Diftreffed. Such Sanduaries chere now are in Popifh 
Countries, and were formerly here in England, and 
we need go no further than M’eftminfler to find ‘em ; 
nay, the very Name of Sanéuary is yet remaining, thd 
moulded by length of time, and vulgar pronunciaiton, 
wich wou'd be apt to make one think that the word 
Centry, or ftanding Centry had the fame Original, from 
thofe who ftood watching and guarding fuch places. 
Did not both Sentinel a Sentry (as it wewe better 


written) plainly owe their Original to the Latin 


Verb Sentire, from Vigilance and Warchtulaefs, as 
foon as he y ager fe to dilcover or perceive the Ene- 
my. That fuch places are in themfelves lawful ip 
fome Cafes, there’s no doubt to be made, becaute God 
himfelf gave pofitive order for chem ; but this never in 
the cafe of wilful Murder, where even the Horns ot the 
Altar coud not prelerve: Whereas we know very 
well what Work the Monks did tormerly make with 
their Sanétuaries here in England, and ftill do in Popifh 
Countries, where “tis a ve:y difficule matrer to bring 
the blackelt Offender to Fujtice it he get but a Monastery 
over his Head ; to fay nothing of the Monk Cow! it 
felf, which makes ‘em ftrait as Innocent as che Child 
unborn, or at leaft as the reft ot che Fraternity. 

_As for Sanduaries in the cale ot Debs, the former 
difficulties recurr; not to add chat tor thole which 
Cuftom has granted here at prefent, all own ‘em che 
greateft Sinks of Villany that are out of Hell, aod we 
fhou'd as foon expect a Man fhow’d remain hone? 
who joyn'd himfelf with a Crew of Barditti, as long 
retain any Sentiments of Re/igion and Virtue, after he 
Once gets into thefe places, which it Perions are be- 
tore goed will make ein bud, it bad yet worfe, as we 
have oblerv'd in all we ever yet kaew who fled rhi- 
ther, which one would think to live in’em, or bue 
pals thrd’em, were none ot God's Dominions any more 
chan the King’s, which will give Encouragement as well 
as Harbor, to all to:ts of Villains and Villanies, no- 
thing being there to be feen or heard buc the heighth 
Of Riot and Lewdne(s. In the mean time, fince ‘tis very 
hard, as before, that a Man’s Liberty thould be taken 
away for what many times he could noc avoid, and 
{0 one misfortune be punifhed with a greater. It were 
a thing, we humbly conceive, very well becoming the 
Wifdom of a Natron (but bear witnels we don't pretend 
to advife any Body ) to regulate a Maccer of fo great 
difhenlty and moment, towards which perhaps Sanduary 
Laws wou'd go agreat length. However it leeins neceffary 
a difference thou'd be made between thofe whoare un- 
done by unavoidable misfortunes, or tholte whom their 
own Ill Husbandry or Extravagance have ruin'd. But 
if you further enquire when this ts like co be done, 
We Antwer, perhaps when we bave done writing.
